8. A compound as claimed in claim 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 or 7 wherein R^ is phenyl, heteroaxyl, 
phenylNH, heteroaiylNH, phenyl(Ci.2)alkyl, heteroaryl(Ci.2)alkyl, phenyl(C|.2 
alkyl)NH or heteroaryl(Ci,2 alkyI)NH (for example phenyl or phenylCH2); wherein the 
phenyl and heteroaryl rings of R^ are substituted by S(0)2C|-4 alkyl, and optionally 
20 further substituted by one or more of halo, cyano, nitro, hydroxy, C1-4 alkyl. Cm 

alkoxy, S(0)mCM alkyl, S(0)2NR^R^ NHS(0)2(Cm alkyl), NH2, NH(Cm alkyl), 
N(Cm alkyl)2.

10. A pharmaceutical composition which comprises a compoxmd of the formula (I), or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof or solvate thereof as claimed in claim 1, and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable adjuvant, diluent or carrier. 

11. A compound of the formula (I), or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof or solvate 
thereof as claimed in claim 1 , for use in therapy, 

12. A compound of formula (I), or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof or solvate 
thereof as claimed in claim 1, in the manufacture of a medicament for use in therapy. 

13. A method of treating a chemokine mediated disease state in a warm blooded animal 
suffering from, or at risk of, said disease, which comprises administering to an animal 
in need of such treatment a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of formula 
(I), or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof or solvate thereof as claimed in claim
